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The first Symposium of the Juilliard Chapter of the International 
Federation of Music Students was held at the Juilliard School of Music 
M 1947, with four other member schools fh attendance: Eastman School 
of Music, Curtis Institute of Music, New England Conservatory of Music, 
and Yale School of Music. The following year the Symposium was held 
at the Eastman School, and the Royal Conservatory of Music of Toronto 
was invited to submit a program of chamber music and to participate 
as. "guest school". Subsequently, the Royal Conservatory became the 
only permanent Canadian member of I.F.M.S. In the spring of 1950, 
Toronto was host to over 100 American music students at the week- 
long symposium, and the Canadian music public became aware of an 
annual student endeavour that has proved an invaluable stimulus to 
young composers and to all those who have been exposed to the 
enthusiasms and ideologies of Symposium Week. 
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
